A pistol was used in the shooting 
which occured just after they had 
arrived, the youth said. 
Funeral services for Wilson were 
set for Thursday afternoon, June 
H at 5 o’clock at the Comanche 
Funeral Home. Interm ent will be 
in Oak wood Cemetery. 
Wilson's death came just a few 
hours before his 23rd birthday, 
having been born June 7. 1921
